CHINA? — 


HE biggest talking point 
‘of the Governor’s annual 
review In the Legislative 
Council on Wednesday wus 
the interest he expressed in 
a reservoir now being con- 
structed on the Shumchun 
River by the Chinese 
Government, He was right 
to do 80, even though there 
are risks in depending’ on 
large supplies of water 
from this source, Critics 
seem to forget that Hong. 
kong hos been buying big 
quantities of food from the 
miiniand in the 
years, Surely there are 
equal dangers in relying on 
China for Uthese — for 
Peking could cut off exports 
whenever it wanted to, 
But it is ‘premature to 
erltfelse Government for 
investizating every possi- 
ble way of augmenting 
supplies considering — that 
consumption is rising 2s 
fast ns the Colony’s ubility 
to build new reservoirs. It 
is not yet known how much 
water the Chinese’ can sup- 
ply, or the price they are 
likely to nsk, ond it is 
doubtful if Government. is 
looking for anything but 
temporary relief until Shek 
Pik and Plover | Cove are 
completed, Until’ several im- 
portant questions are 
answered therefore, it will 
be no» more thin an 
interesting proposal, 


HE decision to press on 
with Plover Cove, and 
possibly a similar but 
smaller roject at Hebe 
Haven, signifies that the 
imaginative but also high- 
ly expensive proposal to 
distil sen water using a 
nuclear plant has — been 
pigeonholed. And whether 
it will ever be revived de- 
pends «5 much on the 
scientists’ ability to design 
plant capable of sssusging 
Hongkong's voracious thirst 
as upon the Colony’s ability 
to afford it. At the moment 
it 18 estimated to cost $900 
million as against about 
$360 ° million for Plover 
Cove. Clenrly expenditure 
on this scale ia out of the 
question as long as the 
Colony is budgeting for 

* such heavy deficits. 

In the latcat annual report, 
however, Government be- 
Neves it is keeping abreast 
of the Colony’s water needs. 
Says tho report: “Porward 
planning does not lag be- 
hind the —increnses in 
population expected; —al- 
though the supply of water 
will undoubtedly «remain 1 
difficult ‘problem in’ ‘the 
years ahead”? Thus while 
Hongkong has no grounds 
for complacency, the water 
nituation ia no worse than 
it has ever been. 


NRTITH carcful rutioning 
of supply, average 
rainfall, no serious technical 
mishaps, and possibly some 
help from the now 
resorvoir, Hongkong should 
be ablo to got a sufficient 
minimum supply until its 
two now reservoirs come 
Into ‘operation ‘at’ tho end 
of this decade. Government 
ia therefore to be compll- 
mented for exploring every 
source of supply, even at 
the rink of incurring critic- 
{sm from anti-Communiat 
neotions of the population, 
and many hope ite initiative 
pays off. ;
